City manager 
government

spread so rapidly in the last f«w 
years, some 80 cities haring adopt, 
ed it in the last year alone, that 
the Ninth Annual Yearbook of the 
National City Manager’s association 
is an imposing volume of more than 
250 pages, a document full of infor­ 
mation on w hat is doing in city 
government under this plan. 
A map of city manager municipal­ 
ities in the United States shows 
graphically how this system spreads 
by contact. There are five marked 
divisions where the city manager 
has taken a grip. One is Michigan, 
In which 30 cities are under the 
manager plan, and it extends down 
from Michigan it to Ohio, with 13 
cities, one of which, Cleveland, Is 
the largest 
American city under 
this plan. Another section is Vir­ 
ginia and the Carolinas, the city 
manager plan having originated in 
Virginia. 
A 
third 
is 
Florida,

fourth is California and a fifth in­ 
cludes northern Texas, Oklahoma 
and Kansas. 
It will surprise many readers to 
know that there are no less than 
12 cities and towns, in this state 
under the city manager plan, and 
21 in Oklahoma.
